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Police Open House 



Sixty citizens came to watch May 16 as Greenbelt Police 
Chief, William T, Lane, held a dress roll call and inspection of his 
men and then awarded for the first time citations to 5 officers. 


Peace Officers' Memorial Day and 
Police Week in Greenbelt. Coun¬ 
cilman Francis White welcomed 
citizens present, told of the police 
department’s growth and said we 
are “proud of our staff as it ex¬ 
ists today.” City Manager Jim 
Giese introduced Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. president, Charles Sc h wan, 
who presented a plaque: "In grate¬ 
ful appreciation for services per¬ 
formed over many years for the 
members of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. May 16 1969.’' 

Corp. Paul Reamy was given a 
special citation for an incident 
in 1966 in which he sustained an in¬ 
jury while apprehending a suspect. 
The 1967 award went to Thomas 
Van Valkenburgh, Pfc M who inter¬ 
cepted a suspect and thus preven¬ 
ted an attempt at bank robbery. 
Three men were cited during 1968; 
Cpl. Carl Goodwin and Pfc. Alvin 
Hall apprehended three suspicious 
persons, later arrested, in response 
to a bank robbery alert and Pvt. 
Ernest Brumley, for giving life¬ 
saving aid to a man having a se¬ 
vere heart attack. 

During the evening the police 
dept, held open house in the city 
council room and displayed much 
of their equipment and informa¬ 
tion in some 20 exhibits developed 
by the police officers on their own 
time. 

A chart just inside the door 
showed the mandatory training 
program each recruit must pass 
through; three weeks basic training 
in the dept.; a state approved 
training academy — 245 hours; on 
the job field training with exper¬ 
ienced officer — 2-3 weeks; daily 
roll-call training and then one of 
the many specialized police schools. 
Chief Lane said he was especially 
proud of what this display means 
to the professional quality of his 
department. Five of his men ? 
currently enrolled at American 
University studying police admin¬ 
istration on their own time and 
expense. 

A crime map showed geographi¬ 
cal incidence of answered calls — 
most calls occurred in apartment 
areas, both new and old, the least 
number of calls occurred in the 
single-family dwelling areas Box¬ 
wood, Lakeside and Lakewood. 
Other displays showed items of 
physical evidence from real cases 
now kept on file: a footprint, clo¬ 
thing fibres, used cigarettes; riot 
equipment including a trunk full 
of tear gas shells (kept tightly 
closed because of a slow leak); 
badges and insignia worn in the 
past by Greenbelt police including 
the current patch designed by 
Chief Lane showing the lake with 
pine trees at its edge in shades 
of light blue, green and white. 
The new citation ribbon is a plain 
green and white bar 2 inches long 
and U inch high.

Local Gas Station 
Zoning Denied 

The County Commissioners on 
May 14 denied the zoning applica¬ 
tion for construction of a gaso¬ 
line station on Glenn Dale Road 
on the basis of “prematurity.” They 
indicated that there were no firm 
plans for the rest of the tract 
(Schrom property), which is pre¬ 
sently zoned C-2, General Com¬ 
mercial. 

The special exception had been 
filed by the Frankford Drive Con¬ 
struction Company, which sought 
a gas station on the south side of 
Glenn Dale Rd. about 540 feet 
west of the Baltimore access ramp 
to the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. The co-owner, Donald 
Gengcry at the April hearing had 
indicated that the announcement 
revealing plans for the entire com¬ 
mercial development of the area 
would be forthcoming in the near 
future. 

The city of Greenbelt had op¬ 
posed the special exception on the 
grounds that before approval is 
granted, plans for the entire area 
should be approved so that the 
land would not be developed in 
piecemeal fashion.

Recreation Fund Requests 
Exceed Budgeted Amount 

A number of recommendations 
for the recreation budget were re¬ 
ceived by the city council in a 
series of meetings last week with 
recreation groups and representa¬ 
tives of the city’s Park and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board. 

Organizations seeking city con¬ 
tributions to help fund their ac¬ 
tivities asked for a total of $4,120, 
broken down as follows: Green¬ 
belt Band, $700; Little League, 
$800; Aquatic Booster Club, $620; 
Springhill Lake baseball league 
$250, and Boys Club, $1,750. The 
city had budgeted $3,750. 

Hugh Jascourt speaking unoffi¬ 
cially for PRAB, made a strong 
pitch for a parks crew separate 
from public works and associated 
with the recreation department. 
He relayed the requests of Lake¬ 
side Citizens association for a 4- 
man crew exclusively provided for 
permanent park maintenance. It 
was thought that this would as¬ 
sure priority for lake mainten¬ 
ance. 

City manager James Giese said 
that the new budget calls for an 
increase in the parks crew from 3 
to 5 persons, plus summer help. 
He said that actually during the 
height of the season some of the 
public works crew is diverted to 
help the parks crew, not the other 
way around, so that he couldn’t 
see the advantage of a separate 
parks crew. 

If the concern is for more lake 
maintenance help, Giese said, then 
the council would have to author¬ 
ize additional funds. He noted 
that about half the city’s parks 
are not around the lake. 

Giese also held out hope that 

the parks crew could spend more 
time on lake maintenance this 
year. He observed that last year 
much of the parks crew time was 
spent on such one-time projects 
as preparation for tennis court re¬ 
construction, softball field repairs, 
and tree-planting. 

Jascourt also relayed to council 
capital outlay requests for light¬ 

ing of basketball and tennis 
courts, 4 additional playgrounds - 
three at Boxwood, a paved path¬ 
way around the lake, toilet facili¬ 
ties at the Like, and additional 

lighting at the Youth Center. 

Giese said that some of these 
items were in the budget and 
others could be financed through 
the bond issue. 

Council did react favorably to a 
request for the addition of jogging 
as an activity with a sponsored 
program leader; $200 was tempor¬ 
arily allocated for this purpose. 

A preliminary review of PRAB’s 
recommendations for establish¬ 
ment of drop-ins for teenagers at 
Springhill Lake and “core” Green¬ 
belt produced discouraging results. 
The difficulty of locating facilities 
for such a purpose was the main 
obstacle.

With no opposition candidates nominated, the present officers 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., were easily reelected at the first post¬ 
election meeting of the newly-constituted board of directors last 
Thursday night. Named president was Charles F. Schwan, who has 
served in that capacity since January 1, 1964. Other officers elected 
were Nat Shinderman, vice-president; Steve Polaschik, secretary; 


and John O’Reilly, treasurer. 

The tension from the previous 
week's annual election carried 
over to the balloting as newly- 
elected board member Alex Chav- 
rid abstained frotm voting for 
some of the officers and newcomer 
David Lange cast a negative vote 
against Schwan. There was also 
some by-play as to whether a se¬ 
cret ballot should be used in the 
voting and it was finally decided 
by a 4-3 vote (Chavrid, Lange, 
and Douglas Hawes in the minor¬ 
ity) to have an open vote. 

The tension remained during the 
opening stages of the meeting as 
incumbents and newcomers pro¬ 
ceeded to lecture each other on 
their respective deficiencies. But

500 Attend SHL Gala 
Salute to Veterans 

The all-day “Star-Spangled Sa¬

and the board waded through a 
number of complex agenda items, 
which engendered few policy dif¬ 
ferences, the tension relaxed until 
finally at 12:30 a.m. the following 
incident brought hearty laughs 
from the entire board; 

Incident 

Manager Roy Breasheara 
brought a member’s request be¬ 
fore the board, and Schwan, look¬ 
ing desperately at the clock and 
hoping to refer the matter back 
to the manager for a decision, 
asked Breashears, “Is the mem¬ 
ber’s letter addressed to the 
board ?” Unabashedly, Breashears 
replied, “No. It is addressed bo 
Gentlement’ ” 

With that unintentioned admoni¬ 
tion, the board ended its delibera¬ 
tions at 1:10 a.m. on a relatively 
friendly note. A source of con¬ 
tention earlier in the evening — 
the operation and staffing of com¬ 
mittees — was satisfactorily re¬ 
solved by the establishment of a 
new Committee on Committees to 
review the committee structure 
and to bring in recommendations 
with respect to their staffing, or¬ 
ganization, and functions. Appoin¬ 
ted to the Committee w r ere Shin¬ 
derman, chairman, Chavrid, and 
Lange from the board, Tom White 
from the Audit Committee, and 
four non-board members. 

The new committee will also 
look into a proposal of O’Reilly's 
for the formation of an informa¬ 
tion committee, composed primar¬ 
ily of non-board members whose 
task would be to improve the flow 
of information from the board to 
the membership. The general idea 
won approval, but directors Jim 
Sfrnith and Shinderman cautioned 
that the board could not relin¬ 
quish its responsibility in this ar¬ 
ea. O’Reilly said his purpose was 
to avoid future complaints that 
the membership was not being 
kept informed, and hence was 
not being stimulated to participate 
in GHI activities. 

Lange said that the board had 
to be more aggressive in stimulat¬ 
ing membership interest and urged 
establishment of new committees 
or activities that would meet spe¬ 
cial needs. As a starter, he sug¬ 
gested orientation meetings for 
new members so as to acquaint 
them with GHI duties and bene¬ 
fits, a voter registration drive for 
city elections, a committee to 
study recreation needs, a commit¬ 
tee to control dogs, and encourage¬ 
ment of self-help activities. 

O’Reilly replied that there were 
plenty of committees which were 
begging for non-board members 
to join. Schwan added that there 
is a long-standing invitation for 
non-board members to join com¬ 
mittees (except for a few T , such as 
personnel that are considered to 
be more appropriately limited to 
boo rd members). He took umbrage 
at the charge that the committees 
were deliberately dominated by 
board members. 

All parties agreed that the News 
Letter under the leadership of di¬ 
rector Katherine Keene w r as doing 
a fine job and were pleased to note 
its timely appearance. Chavrid no¬ 
ted that during the campaign he 
heard many complaints which he 
later learned were based on mis¬ 
information, but for which he 
didn’t have the answer at the 
time. He suggested that because 
of the large turnover in GHI 
homes, it would be a good idea for 
the News Letter to repeat at more 
frequent intervals certain basic in¬ 
formation about the corporation. 
He referred particularly to infor¬ 
mation on the allocation of costs 
between frame and brick homes. 

While the Committee on Com¬ 
mittees sets about its task, the 
present committee structure will 
continue to function. Named to 
chair the member complaints com¬ 
mittee was Steve Polaschik. Dar¬ 
win Beck was named to head the 
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Select Committee, which also un¬ 
derwent a change in name to

01 City Charter Amendments

The resolutions involved a series 
of amendments to the city char¬ 
ter: These changes will go into 
effect unless petitioned to a refer¬ 
endum, and will be incorporated 
in the codification of the city 
charter and ordinances now being 
undertaken by Michie Publishing 
Co. 

Many of the changes were of a 
technical nature designed to clari¬ 
fy existing procedures; Changes 
^ a more substantive nature in¬ 
cluded: 

(1) a revised section on budget 
preparation whereby the city ma¬ 
nager must submit the budget to 
council by its first meeting in 
April rather than the present May 
date. The budget adoption date 
stays the same of June 10, 

(2) authorization for the city to 
invest in short term interest bear¬ 
ing notes of the United States or 
the State of Maryland. 

(&) modification of city purchas¬ 
ing requirements to except from 
biddmg the purchase of profes¬ 
sional services and to permit the 
council to negotiate a specific pur¬ 
chase. Also authorized was the 
joint taking of bids and award of 
purchases with other jurisdictions. 

(4) making the due date for tax 
anticipation notes 30 day after 
such taxes become delinquent in¬ 
stead of become collectible. 

Other Business 

Appointed to the Park and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board were Jer¬ 
ry Shafer, 412 Ridge and George 
Jones 113 North way.
